INCE I propoſe to begin my deſcription of theſe 
V poſſeſſions from Bengal, which is the loweſt extre- 
mity of Hindoſtan, and to carry it to Zebuliſtan, 1 hope 
that while I am writing, not only Turin and Erin, but 
alſo other countries, may be added to the account. | 

After having deſcribed the country which lies to the 
Eaſt, I ſhall proceed to the North, from thence deſcend 
to the South, and conclude with the Weſtern diviſions. 

The Subah of BENGAL is ſituated in the ſecond

The air of Bengal is very temperate : the rains bighn 
in the month of April and continue for fix months, fall- 
ing moſt frequent and heavieſt in the latter months; 
when the low lands are ſometimes intirely overflowed, 
excepting the little mounds of earth deſcribed above. For 
a long time paſt the air of Bengal had been unhealthy at 
the leaving off of the rains, affliting both man and cattle;

The Hindoos have a very high venera- 
tion for the water of the Gung, but ſome particular parts 
of it are eſteemed more holy than others : the great people 
have this water brought them from vaſt diſtances, it being 
eſteemed neceſlary in the performance of ſome religious 
ceremonies. The water of the Gung has been celebrated 


in all ages, not only for its ſanctity, but alſo on account 


of its ſweetneſs, lightneſs, and wholeſomeneſs, and for 


that it does not become. putrid, though kept a whole year.

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There is another very large river called Berhumputter 
[ 32281] which runs from Khata to Coch, and from 
thence to Bazouha, where it joins the ſea 21. | 

On one ſide of the main ocean is the ſalt river of Buſ- 
ſorah (beſides the ſea already mentioned) and there is 
another ſea that joins the river at Egypt, from whence it

Jennutabad [Ohl is a very ancient city ; it was 
once the capital of Bengal: formerly it was called Luck- 
nowtee, and ſometimes Gowr, which latter was the title 
of the ancient kings of Bengal; the name it now bears 
was given by the preſent emperor.

The inhabitants being Hindogs live upon rice, TY 
and vegetables: after boiling the rice they ſteep it in cold 
water, and eat it the ſecond day. 

The men are vaſtly effeminate, being very fond of or- 
naments and anointing their bodies with Sandal wood oil. 
The women cover only the lower parts of the body, and 
make themſelves drefles of the leaves of trees: they live 
in huts built of the Palmira tree. 

The language of the inhabitants of Oxiſa is ſo peculiar 
to themſelves, as not to be underſtood in any other pro» 
vince. | 
The women may marry two or three times. 

Ink and paper are ſeldom uſed here; for the moſt part 
they write with an iron ſtyle upon the leaf of the Tat 
tree, and they hold the pen with the fiſt clenched,

The country for five or fix kroh round the fort is fo 
low, that in the rainy ſeaſon it is entirely under water. 

Here is a very fine palace built by Muckund Dow, 
conſiſting of nine diſtin& buildings; 'one for the elephants, 
eamels, and horſes ; another for the artillery and military

ſtores, where are alſo apartments for the ſeveral attend- 
ants; a third i is the treaſury ; a fourth is appropriated for 
the ſeveral artificers ; the kitchens make the fifth range ;

extenſive; the ſeventh is for the tranſaction of all public 
buſineſs ; the eighth is where the women reſide ; and the 
ninth is the Rajah's ſleeping apartment. 

To the South of this palace is a very ancient t pagoda, 
open towards the Eaſt. 

In the town of Purſotim, on the banks of the ſea, 
ſtands the pagoda of Jagnaut 34, near to which are the 
images of Khiſſen, his brother, and their ſiſter, made of 
Sandal wood, which are ſaid to be four thouſand years 
old. il 5 | | 8 
It is related that Inder Dummun of Neelgurpureet, the 
Kiſſarah Rajah, ſent a learned Bramin to pitch upon a 
proper ſpot for the foundation of a city: after a long ſearch 
he arrived upon the banks of the ſea, which he thought 


on many accounts preferable to any place he had yet ſeen.

Vaſhed its body it made obeiſance to the ſea: the Bramin 
was aſtoniſhed at this fight, and as he underſtood the lan- 
guage of birds, he aſked the crow the reaſon of this ſtrange 
procedure; the crow anſwered, <* I was formerly of the 


tribe of the wicked Dowtah 3s, and am come to pay 


« my obeiſance to this image, who being a prophet, the 
« Creator of the world turns his countenance towards 
«© this place; and whoever abides here, and applies his 
* mind to the worſhip of God, he ſhall proſper. It is 
* a long time that I have been in ſearch of this place, 
and at length my deſire is accompliſhed ; as your in-

«« this land.” The Bramin upon this revelation returned

to the Rajah, and perſuaded him to build a city and a 


place of worſhip upon the ſpot where the crow had ap- 
peared.

juſtice, heard in a dream a voice ſaying to him, On a 
«© certain day caſt thine eyes upon the ſea ſhore, where 
© there will ariſe out of the water a piece of wood fifty-

6 houſe, and in whatever ſhape it ſhall then appear, place 
„ it under an arch in the pagoda.“ It happening juſt as 
he had dreamt, he called the image Jagnaut, and having 
ornamented it with gold and precious ſtones, he placed it 
in the pagoda, where it is reported to have performed 
many miracles. Callaphar, when he conquered this coun- 
try for Soliman Gourzany, threw the wooden image of 
Jagnaut into a fire, which (by the interpoſition of evil 
ſpirits) having no effe& upon it, he ordered it to be caſt 
into the ſea, from whence it was again recovered, 

The Bramins waſh theſe images ſix times every day, 
and dreſs them every time in freſh cloaths ; as ſoon as 
they are dreſſed, fifty-ſix Bramins preſent them with va- 
rious kinds of food, and ſerve them ſtanding : the quan- 
tity of victuals offered to theſe idols is ſo very great as to 
feed twenty thouſand perſons. 
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Near to the pagoda of Jignaut is the Airabah 36 (or 
Rut) with ſixteen wheels, upon which theſe images are 
carried in proc ſſion at a certain time every year; and they 
think, that whoever aſſiſts in drawing it along obtains a 


remiſſion of all his fins. 
A little to the eaſtward of this pagoda is another build: 


ing for religious worſhip, in the erecting of which was 


expended the whole revenue of Cutack for twelve years. 
No one can poſſibly behold this immenſe edifice without 
being ſtruck with amazement. The wall which ſurrounds 
the whole is one hundred and fifty cubits high, and 
nineteen cubits thick 37. 

There are three entrances to it: at the eaſtern gate are 
two very fine figures of elephants, each with a man upon 
his trunk; to the Weſt are two ſurprizing figures. of 
horſemen completely armed ; and over the northern gate

are carved two tigers killing two elephants. In the front 
of the building is a pillar of an octagonal form fifty covids 
high : when you enter this way you come into an exten- 
ſive encloſure, where you ſee a large ſtone arch, upon 
which are carved the fun and the ftars, and round them 
is a border, where are repreſented a great variety of hu- 
man figures, expreſſing the different paſſions of the mind; 
ſome kneeling, others proſtrated with their faces upon the 
earth, and all kinds of beaſts; ſo well executed, that they 
feem to be alive. This 1s ſaid to be a work of nine hun- 
dred and thirty years antiquity. The Kiſſara Rajah Nur- 
ſing Dow finiſhed this building, thereby erecting for him- 
ſelf a laſting monument of fame. 

There are twenty-eight ſmall temples belonging to this 
pagoda, ſix before the gate, and twenty-two without the 
incloſure ; and they are all reported to have performed 
| miracles, = | 

Many pretend that at this place 1s the tomb of Mah- 
mood, and to this day they relate many ſtories of his 
ſay ings and actions: he was revered both by Mahomedans 
and Hindoos on account of his wiſdom and exemplary 
virtue; when he died the Bramius wanted to carry his
